change it, and for the reason that bankers and 
the street are thought to understand its pe- 
culiar features. But in reality it seldom tells 
a straight story. It does not show the condi- 
tion of the associated banks for the day on 
which the return is made, but presents the av- 
erage of the various items given for the six 
days preceding Friday. And even for that 
range the statement is only a purtial one. 
The membership. of the clearing-house com- 
prises 65 banks, including the Sub-Treasury, 


are 48 banks, bankers, and trust companies in 
New York City which effect their clearances 
through members, while 30 more in 
Brooklyn and other subutbs are similarly 
accommodated. The statistics of these 
outside institutions do not enter into the com- 
position of the bank statement, though the de- 
posits of the trust companies alone rise to 
nearly $200,000,000, and their cash holdings 
will foot up to fully one-tenth of that sum. In 
addition to this it should be remembered that 
itis only the National banks which are re- 
quired by law to hold at least 25 per cent of 
their deposits. The State bank is simply re- 
quired to hold a reserve which is satisfactory 
to the State Banking Department, and is 
usually below the 25 per cent reserve limit. In 
other words, the surplus reserve, which is 
usually held by only a few of the National 
banks, does not correspond to or reflect the 
conditions of the rest, and the statement of re- 
serve is for business purposes an illusory one. 
These facts may be taken into consideration 
by Chicago men, some of whom have recently 
entertained the idea of getting up a weekly 
bank statement for this city. Perhaps such 
a statement would not be worth the trouble 
of compilation unless its method was a radical 
improvement over that pursued in New York. 


QUAY AND THE ELECTION BILL. 

The object of the National Election bill is to 
redress an odious wrong, the. toleration of 
which for so many years has dishonored the 
Republic. It is designed by its means to re- 
store to tens of thousands of citizens of, the 
United States the right of voting at Congres- 
-sional elections, guaranteed them by the Con- 
stitution, but which they have been deprived 
of for many years. 

This is the bill to the passage of which Sen- 
ator Quay is indifferent and which he wishes 
to shelve, fearing it may hurt the prospects of 
the McKinley bill. If the Election bill were 
merely one in the abstract interests of justice, 
if it were to give only equal rights to all, 
nobody would be surprised at Senator Quay’s 
indifference, for he is purely a practical poli- 
ticiin. It is not the morality of legislation 
which interests him, but its expediency. It 
so happens, however, that one of the results 
of the bill should touch him as a politician. 
That is the fact that it will restore to the Re- 
publican party in the House of Represent- 
atives several seats to which it is entitled, but 
which it has long been deprived of by force 
and fraud, the result being that they have 
again and again lost the control of the lower 
branch of the National Legislature when they 
should have had it. 

How important that control is the prac- 
tical Mr. Quay knows well, and he has not for- 
gotten what efforts were put forth during the 
last campaign to secure it and by what a 
scratch the election was won. Why, then, is 
Mr. Quay, the politician, standing in the path 
of a measure the expediency of which he, who 
is a party man from the crown of his head to 
the soles of his feet, must see? It must be 
some strong, overpowering motive that makes 
him the leader of an anti-election bill war- 
fare. 

It is partly the fact that he is a true repre- 
sentative of Pennsylvania, a State which has 
always held that the only Congressional legis- 
lation which was of any value was that con- 
cerning the tariff; and that if Congress met 
every two years, raised tariff duties for the 
benefit of Pennsylvania, and then adjourned 
it had done the full measure of its duty. Cus- 
toms duties rising higher and higher is the 
price which Pennsylvania has exacted of the 
Republican party for its support, and the price 
has been a dear one. It is a question whether 
what has been gained at the East has not been 
more than lost at the West by this slavery to a 
State which knows no principle but the tariff. 

But Senator Quay is something more than 
the representative of a State whose “infant 
industries, some of them more than a hun- 
dred years old, are still clamoring for mote 
protection, which the McKinley bill wifl give 
them. He is the special representative of Mr. 
‘Carnegie, who is as indifferent as Mr. Quay to 
the necessity of passing the Election bill on 
moral grounds, but who is very much in ear- 
nest in wishing the Tariff bill passed, because 
it will help him to more millions. If Mr. 
Carnegie had less at stake Mr. Quay would be 
less warlike. If the Tariff bill were out of the 
woods the Election bill would find in Mr. 
Quay a strong supporter. 

It is sometimes well enough to respect the 
wishes of a prominent constituent. But it 
may be carried too far. Even though one 
may be under obligations, they should not be 
allowed to interfere with the discharge of 
duty. When the choice has to be made be- 
tween pouring more money into the pockets 
of a mill-owner, united with treachery to jus- 
tice, humanity, and party, and redressing the 
wrongs of tens of thousands of citizens, giv- 
ing to the party its rights, and letting the mill- 
owner take care of himself, no true Republic- 
an should hesitate fora moment. But Penn- 
sylvania Republicanism, which sets the tariff 
above the law and the Gospel during at least 
| six days out of every seven, will be for Carne- 
gie. Senator Quay should look out, however, 
lest while he is digging a grave for the Elec- 
tion bill the tariff measure on which he has set 
his heart may be laid to sleep beside it, and 
Pennsylvania, which is reaching out for so 
much plunder, get nothing.

The Election bill secur- 
ing the rights of millions of his countrymen 
is of less consequence than the private and pe- 
cuniary interests of Andrew and the

He flukes, skulks, backs water, craw- 
fishes. He has read what happened to Goliath 
of Gath and he does not wish to share his fate. 
He is afraid lest his ponderous eloquence 
should not be proof against the keen wit of 
his adversary, or some jest slung at him 
should take his breath away. This is sensible 
on the part of the good Palmer, but itis not 
brave. 

The champion hides himself behind his ex- 
pectant Senatorial robes as a clergyman pleads 
his cloth. Congressman Mason is not a candi- 
date for Senator, says.Gen. Palmer, and there- 
fore is not his equal. But if he can get a 
nomination for the Senate—which Gen. 
Palmer knows Mr. Mason neither expects nor 
desires—then he will argue with him till the 


crack of doom. 


Gen. Palmer says: 

A very large number of electors of the State by 
nominating me as a candidate for a seat in the 
United States Senate have made themselves re- 
sponsible not only for my political opinion and 
conduct, but for all the acts of my public life, 
while on the other hand the political party to 
which you are attached has declined making it- 
self responsible not only for you but for all other 
of its public men. 

This is not strictly accurate. The Repub. 
licans of the Third Congressional District of 
this State have nominated Mr. Mason for the 
House and made themselves responsible for him. 
The subjects which he will have to consider if 
elected are identical with those which Gen. 
Palmer will have to pass on if successful. They 
will be members of the same National Legis- 
lature but in different Houses. The topics 
which Mr. Mason has suggested for the joint 
debate—the National Election bill, the tariff, 
etc.—are such as have claimed his attention 
during the present summer and are such as 
Gen. Palmer is discussing now—all National 
issues, There can be nothing improper, 
therefore, in a discussion between the two 
men, even though not candidates for the same 
office, 

There was a time when Gen. Palmer would 
not have pleaded privilege, when he would 
have wagged his tongue against any one who 
challenged him to a war of words, even 
though a candidate for fence- viewer or road 
inspector. But that day is past. He is afraid 
to go out to battle now lest he be sent home 
in an ambulance. He is afraid to expose him- 
self to the biting edge of Mason’s wit lest he 
become ridiculous before their common audi- 
ences. This is quite wise on his part, but 
hardly was expected of him. 

It is a pity that David should be deprived of 
the fun of knocking out Goliath’s brains and 
stripping him of his armor, but at all events 
Goliath will for shame’s sake have to quit 
strutting out of mornings, asking that he be 
given a man to fight with. He has been ac- 
commodated, but he did not dare to go out- 
side the camp to meet his adversary. He 
thought it safer to stay behind the wall and 
make faces at his David. 


_A BARREN BRITISH SESSION. 

Victoria's so-called “speech from the 
throne,” which is not Victoria’s and which 
was not from the throne, marks the close 
of the most barren session of the British Par- 
liament in this generation. Yet at the open- 
ing of the session the ministerial program was 
comprehensive and ambitious—unusually so. 
The ministerial party, too, had a safe major- 
ity of from sixty to eighty. Great expecta- 
tions were raised, Every expectation has been 
disappointed. 

One by one the items of the ministerial pro- 
gram have been abandoned. First the bill 
providing that tithes should be paid directly 
by the landlords was abandoned. Then the 
Scotch Education bill and the Scotch Local 
Government bill had to go by the board. The 
Agricultura! Laborers’ bill dwindled down to 
a trumpery amendment of the Allotments act. 
The Ministers, in order to escape the defeat of 
their scheme, withdrew the bill for the com- 
pensation of publicans, and the Ritchie Licens- 
ing bill, though promised, was not introduced. 
The Irish Peasant Proprietary bill was intro- 
duced, debated, passed to a second reading, 
and withdrawn. The promised Irish Local 
Government scheme died a-borning. The 
Irish Sunday Closing bill also collapsed, and 
the Employers’ Liability bill is held over for 
another session. : 

The Government which met Parliament 
with a majority of eighty ends the session un- 
able to command a majority of more than 
twenty, Ona critical occasion the majority 
tell to sixteen, and but for the culpable ab- 
sence of some of the Irish Nationalist mem- 
bers the Government might have been beaten. 
In the parliamentary elections during the 
session the Liberals have scored heavily, while 
the Tories had but a solitary success, and that 
by a mere scratch majority. The Ministry as 
a whole has suffered, while the individual 
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speaks thus of Senator Allison’s attitude on 
the reciprocity question: : 
Senator Allison, I am told, is for free sugar be-

Is not>the Senator familiar enough with 
trade and consular reports to know what a 
vast additional market the West Indies alone 
—including Cuba—would furnish for Western 
farm products, if their ports were free to 
them? What information has he which makes 
him believe these ports will not be opened 
wide, if the United States will let in West 
India sugar and molasses free? If they are, 
and there is good reason to believe they will 
be, British, French, and Dutch Guiana and 
Venezuela will have todo the same or suffer 
by exclusion. If one tropical country gives 
what is desired the others, influenced by self- 
ish hopes and fears, will come trooping after. 
The motives of self-preservation and greed 
will fetch them, 

As the demand for tropical products in this 
country increases the ability of those who 
grow them to buy more breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, and manufactured goods will be en- 
larged, and the traffic between the tropical 
and temperate regions will advance by leaps 
and bounds, and will tend steadily in the di- 
rection of an equality of exchanges. The 
removal by these Southern States of their 
onerous national and provincial duties will 
cheapen the price and increase the consump- 
tion of American commodities till the quanti- 
ty purchased is doubled and trebled. If Sen- 
ator Allison cannot see this he is less keen- 
sighted than merchants, manufacturers, and 
exporters, and is not qualified to legislate in- 
telligently on subjects which concern them 
vitally. 

Senator Allison says he wants “ genuine 
reoiprocity.“ Then let him leave Mr. Blaine 
something to get it with. What trades could 
the Secretary of State make if he had nothing 
to offerforeign nations in exchange—if every- 
thing givable had been given away iti advance? 
Keep the sixty millions of sugar duties. Re- 
impose the duties on eoffee and hides. Then 
the Secretary of State will have some stock in 
trade and can drive good bargains. But if 
Brazil is given free sugar without conditions 
it will behave as it did when given free coffee. 
It may be grand, heroic, noble to throw away 
the duties on hides, coffee, rubber, and sugar 
without asking for reciprocal. benefits, but it 
is not commerce, it is not business. It is time 
for the United States to quit playing the part 
of Don Quixote and aet on mercantile princi- 
ples, giving only as it receives and doing as it 
is done by. . 

How does Senator Allison know that free 
sugar will mean cheap sugar? Did not he say 
once that free coffee would mean cheap coffee? 
He was mistaken then, and may not he be mis- 


‘taken again? And what does he mean by 


“cheap sugar —how much cheaper than 
now? How much less per pound will it sell 
for than now? But whatever the reduction in 
price may be will it be any less under reci- 
procity? Will not reciprocity give the Iowa 
farmer both cheaper sugar and wider markets? 
Is it not better to kill two birds with one 
stone since it can be done soeasily? The peo- 
ple of Iowa want free sugar—no one denies it 
—but not being blessed with ready money 
they wish to pay for it with their grain and 
meat, of which they have such surpluses. Why 
should their Senators say they shall not make 
that exchange? 

Why should their senior Senator tell them 
he wants them to have cheap clothing as well 
as cheap sugar and then proceed to vote for a 
Tariff bill which will add to the cost of their 
clothing and refuse to vote to insert in it a 
provision which will make cheap sugar a cer- 
tainty? His words and his deeds do not jibe. 


THE NEW YORK CENTRAL STRIKE, 

The visit of Mr. Powderly to New York has 
not affected visibly the principal issue in- 
volved. The company refuses to recede from 
its position, and meanwhile continues to move 
its trains. If the business of the road is not 
conducted with its usual promptitude and reg- 
ularity it is none the less true that everything 
is moving, and to that extent the strikers have 
failed to tie up the road as they expected. The 
public having decided that the demands of 
the strikers were unreasonable, there is. noth- 
ing in the failure of Mr. Powderly’s negotia- 
tions to change that decision. In his letter to 
Vice-President Webb he stated his case as 
strongly as it can be put and allowed nothing 
to cloud the issue. In his own words, “ the 
“ whole question hinges upon the discharge of 
“Knights of Labor because they are such,” 
and thereupon he asks the company to arbi- 
trate this issue, But Vice-President Webb in 
his brief reply explicitly denies the allegation. 
He states that not one of the persons dis- 
charged prior to the strike was discharged be- 
cause he was a Knight of Labor. On the other 
hand, the immediate superintendent of each 
one of tha discharged men reported to his su- 
periors good and sufficient cause for the dis- 
charge, and in every case the cause was in- 
vestigated before the discharge was ordered. 
From this point of view what is there to 
arbitrate? The company cannot be forced 
to state to a board of arbitration its reasons 
for dismissing its employés. It would lead to 
endless confusion if every time the company 
discharged an employé, and he happened to 
be a Knight of Labor, it would have to go be- 
fore arbitrators and state its reasons in order 
to prevent a strike. What is left, then, but an 
issue of personal veracity or correctness as 
between Mr. Powderly, whose information 
may be incorrect, and Vice-President Webb, | 
who speaks officially? Surely this is not mat- 
ter for arbitration, and public sentiment would 
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allow any of their number to fill the places of 
the discharged men, as they were ordered to 
do. In this case also arbitration has been re- 
fused by Superintendent Burrows. Opinions 
may differ in this case as to the policy of re- 
fusing arbitration, but the animus of the 
switchmen’s strike is not unlike that of the 
Knights of Labor. The grievances of a few 
have been made the concern of all, This 
policy, however, is one which has been grow- 
ing unpopular of late, In this particular case, 
where the grievance is discharge for cause, it 


is not likely to arouse much public sympathy. | 


Vice-President, Webb states the case tersely 
and tothe point when he says: Woe feel 
“that if we have to give in and reinstate 
“these men whom we have discharged we 
“might as well turn over the management of 
“the road to them at once, and that is some- 
“thing that we don’t propose todo.” It is 
possible, however, that the strike may spread 


beyond its original limite and that the public | 


will have to suffer still more. The outcome of 
this may and should be an emphatic demand 
of the public upon the lawmakers that they so 
shall define the relations of employés and rail- 
road corporations, and the duties of the former 
as public servants, as to stop these strikes and 
protect the rights of the people. It may come 
to that yet. 


Tun senior Democratic organ may possess 
its soul in patience, Taz TA UNx will not ad- 
vocate the election of persons of the Wren- 
Klehm-Lynn-“ Buck” McCarthy variety for 
County Commissioners this fall, It is true 
that Tax Txrsunsz did advocate the election of 
three of those named at onetime.

Eight Pastors Have Served It for 190 Years 
~The Late Rev. Orlo D. Hine. 

The Rev. Orlo D. Hine, who died recently at 
his home at historic Lebanon Green, Conn., 
was a remarkable pastor of a notable church.

Hungarian exiles who have returned to the 
country have been bountifully rewarded, 
notably the Count * who, I think, 
was burned in e with Kossuth and Col. 
Figyelmesy—another exile who has never re- 
turned, but cast his fortunes in the United 
States army, married a cultivated Pennsylvania 
lady of fine family, and with her is now in 
Europe spending most of his time with his old 
friend at Turin. Since all the returned exiles 
have been rewarded generously it is a strange 
inconsistency that the leader of the whole rev- 
olution, the very soul of the present inde- 

ndence of his nation, sues have been of- 

ered nothing more 8 ntial than homage 
by his native land. Whether he would receive 
it or not, — po cannot afford to do herself 
the injustice o thholding. 

Kossuth has a golden medal from a New 
York agricultural society, given as a testi- 
monial of the great services he had rendered 
agriculture in Hungary, where, previous to 
his day, the farmer was scarcely more than a 
slave. He improved, too, the railway system 
of the country, and would have, at that time 
even, improved the monetary system had he 
not been overthrown by Austria. In the ele-

m his home garden, brought to him by his 


friends, is fine sentiment, but he deserves, at 
the hands of those who enjoy the fruit of his 
sacrifice, a measure of appreciation higher 
than that, not from individuals, but from the 
Government of Hungary. 

That indiscribable manner of Kossuth, so 
rare at any time, and especi in extreme 
age, Daniel Webster spoke of admiringly; 
and it is of the same spirit as his eloquence, 
which made that of Webster himself to appear 
heavy and commonplace. Had I the physical 
strength necessary J would, in the inspiration 
of his society, write.a lecture upon the life of 
Kossuth, and beginning with the British Isles 
would teach them first its yet unfulfilled gos 
pel; then in America there should 
until every hamiet had 
lesson he has lived and toiled and 
suffered to teach. Stealing from him the 
Promethean fire, it should never die upon the 
altar until the world had learned to do 
homage to the immortal gods, and thereby 
save itself. The only mau in the world today 
“without a country, he is, also, the only 
man in the world above a country. His blue 
eye is undimmed, and he read, without arti- 
ficial aid, the title: of our Milwaukee 
Goethe Book; but re is a certain Hun- 
garian poet he likes better than Goethe, he 
said, and that is not strange. 

For some weeks after my arrivalin Turin 
he staid with his servants up at Superga, a 
splendid Alpine peak, upon which is the royal 
burial chapel and a good hotel. Being told 
there was nothing there for comfort I staid 
in the noisy town until, finally, going up to 
see, I found every comfort, most magnificent 
scenery, and—Kossuth. I don’t want to be 
exhibited like a bear m a cage, he said one 
day, evidently referring to certain misrepre- 
sentations of him y newshunters. 
“But Theodore Parker liked bears, I 
said. They were painted on his coffee cups, 
on his * 7% and he called his wife Berrie.’ 
Kossuth did not gor: during this rather 
audacious 8 h—for I must confess toa 
liking for Ursa Major myself—but listened 
and said, „Still I prefer not to be that kind 
of a beast.

I would travel further and sacrifice 
more for an hour’s conversation with one en- 
dowed to read and reveal the higher mysteries 
of life and death than for all scenery and all 
art. Thescenery of a noble human soul is above 
the Alps. Emerson’s homely Puritanism, which 
insured your life for time and eternity, in 
rugged contrast to the indescribable, impalpa- 
ble, yet imperishable iridescence of Kossuth ! 
And the latter no less noble than the former 
in his nature; scorning deceit, incapable of 
injuring any human being, he will leave the 
world better for his having lived in it, and his 
debtor for a legacy of humanitarianism yet to 
be exhausted. His great American admirer, 
Webster, lived no such noble life as he bas 
lived ; Webster sold his own soul for the 
Presidency he failed to win. When ore 
Parker carried Webster’s bust down from his 
own study, as no longer fit for a place among 
the gods he adored, the unswerving conscience 
of the preacher pronounced the verdict of the 
future upon the great man who had made 
himself little. Kossuth has never temporized 
with his own ideal. He left hiscountry a 72 
man, aad he is poor today in the goods of the 
earth; and he remains an exile rather than 
recognize the throne of Austria, that would 
now gladly welcome and honor him as a dis- 
tinguished subject. In the day of his bitterest 
trial, when but for the Turk his life must have 
paid the penalty for his patriotism, then Amer- 
ica honored herself by sending a ship to con- 
vey him to her shores; but America, guided by 
that temporizing, Websterian policy, refuse l 
to aid him in behalf of Hungary, and there is 
on the records of the United States a report 
critical of him, by a critie incapable cf any
